Schmitz Carnpaigning 
On Sumner’s Record 


John Schmitz’ campaign 
for the Republican nomina- 
tion to the seat being vacat- 
ed by retiring State Sena- 
tor John A. Murdy, Jr. is 
“getting better and better 
everyday.” 

Schmitz, a SAC philosophy and 
political science instructor, quip- 
ped, “Bruce Sumner is running 


on his six years experience in the 
lower house and so am I.” - 


“As I am able to get out and 
expose Sumner’s record,” he said, 
“my chances are getting better.” 
Schmitz, who sports a thin. mus- 
tache which drew acclaim .when 
he opened his campaign, regards 


Surner as his chief opponent. 
Four others are also in the race. 
Sumner appeared Thursday 
evening at 7 before a SAC politi- 
cal science class to speak on 
California state government. 


Schmitz, who says he is bend- 
ing over backward to not cam- 
paign in his classrooms, said be- 
fore Summner’s address, “I would 
ask for equal time, but I have a 
political science class at the 
same time.” 

Main campaign headquarters 
recently were opened at a 
“Schmitz for Senator” office 
near the Santa Ana Freeway 
on Grand Ave. This office serves 
as the nerve center of Schmitz’ 
campaign, 


went into operation, it took in 
$63,500. This year, it is estimat- 
ed that sales will go over the 
$180,000 mark. 

Along with increased book- 
store revenue came expansion. 
The first store was housed in 
what is now the bookstore stor- 
age room and hall connected to 
the snack bar. The snack bar was 
jammed into the space now used 
by the bookstore! 

In 1960, the present snack bar 
was constructed at a cost of 
$40,000. The Associated Students 
put up $20,000 and the school 
district another $20,000. Stu- 
dents are now repaying the dis- 
trict for the $20,000 at the rate 
of $3000 per year. 

How should the $30, 000, which 
is drawing interest in three local 
savings and loans, be spent? 

“There’s been a_ long-stand- 
ing agreement with past student 
councils, the administration and 
myself that the $30,000 should 
be set aside for a building re- 
serve,” Hamilton said. Additions 
to the student union and _ book- 
store have been proposed.

morrow,” Hamilton noted. 


districting is settled, we don’t 
know what we’re building to- 
wards. When some of the adjoin- 
ing districts firm their plans for 
the future, then we can plan ac- 
cordingly.”’ 

If Garden Grove, Orange and 
Tustin were to come into the 
junior college district, the school’s 
enrollment would take a whop- 
ping step forward. But if other 
districts do not merge with Santa 
Ana into a central district, the 
present student union-snack bar 
complex would be adequate, 
Hamilton said. 

Some students and instructors 
have privately discussed starting 
a movement to get Student 
Council to put the $30,000 to use 
on building a new marquee, ex- 
pand the campus parking and 
other such projects. However, it 
appears current operating sur- 
pluses will be adequate to pro- 
ceed with the marquee, Hamilton 
said.

Council Delays 


Inter-Club Council Presi- 
dent Dave Hughes and his 
Constitution Revision com- 
mittee met Thursday with 
Student Council to wrap-up 
efforts to establish a new 
Constitution for SAC. 


At council Tuesday Hughes 
presented a motion asking the 
new Constitution be placed on a 
May 6 election ballot. 


This date is tentative, since 
election dates listed in this year’s 
ASB handbook wouldn’t apply 
due to conflict in gathering pe- 
titions, which would go out im- 
mediately if council approved a 
new document. 


New Document 


Hughes motion, however, re- 
ceived voiced disapproval from 
Assemblies Commissioner Ben 
Fox and Athletics Commissioner 
Ed LeSaout. Both found mechan- 
ical flaws in the structure of the 
new Constitution. 

ASB Vice-President Gary An- 
derson ended debate by winning 
a decision to delay putting the 
Constitution on the election ballot 
for one more week, Thursday’s 
meeting was aimed at ironing 
out differences between council ' 
members. 

Hughes objected to the motion, 
saying, “a further delay in the 
approval of the new Constitution 
might help us, but it would hurt 
the students.’

Council Try To Rescind 
ASB Dress Code Fizzles 


Dress regulations are still in 
force, but not enforced by Stu- 
dent Council. 


This was the stand steadfastly 
maintained by ASB President 
Dan Weaver after council refus- 
ed Tuesday for lack of a two- 
thirds majority to schedule a mo- 
tion rescinding last week’s mo- 
tion to post copies of a dress 
code in classrooms. 

Vice-President Dan Wool- 
dridge tried twice to have the 
motion placed on the agenda but 
was turned down. 

“T feel this matter does not be- 
long in the hands of Student 
Council and they should not make 
any decisions regarding it,” 
spoke Wooldridge. 


He told El Don that his motion 
will not be reintroduced since it 
is too late to rescind the original 
motion. Dress code author Frank 
Miller, also a special activities 
commissioner, was slated to bring 
up the dress code but was absent. 


Many council members. ex- 
pressed confusion at the last 
minute motions. Athletics Com- 
missioner Ed LeSaout said, “I 
wasn’t sure whether we were 
voting to rescind the motion or 
just have it brought up for dis- 
cussion.” 


Earlier, Wooldridge criticized 
El Don for an editorial urging 
council to enforce the code. Edi- 
tor-in-Chief Gary Lycan replied, 
saying “‘since council did, in fact,
